DETAILS OF THE SHREWD DEAL. 


The Lake Street Elevated railroad com- 
pany announced an additional issue of 8202. 
000 first mortgage bonds yesterday, bringing 
the total issue up to $7,621,000, The Lake 
Street Elevated railroad yesterday defaulted 
on the interest due Jan. 1 on its issue of first 
mortgage bonds in spite of the public an- 
nouncement made last week from the rostrum 
of the Stock Exchange that the interest would 
be paid by the company and in spite of the 
statement by the trustee, the American Trust 
and Savings Bank, that the money had been 
deposited by the railroad company to pay the 
coupons. It has thus been reserveil for a Chi- 
cago elevated railroad company to accom- 
plish the surprising financial feat of announc- 
ing a new issue of first mortgage bonds and 
of defaulting on the interest on the entire is- 
sue on the sameday. The issue of the new 
bonds is said to be made on acebunt of the 
Wabash avenue terminal of the elevated road 
The default in interest is the result of a pe- 
culiar complication in which the management 
has involved the company. 

The default is a qualified one, in a meas- 
ure, because the money is ready for the 
coupon holders providing they are willing to 
sign an agreement which permits the coupons 
to be received by a third party arid held with- 
out being canceled, The whole affair is an 
example of extraordinary finauciering. ly 
will be remembered that one of the conun- 
drums in which the stock markét has been 
taking the keenest interest for quite a while 
has been the question of whether the Lake 
Street company would pay this interest. It 
was frankly admitted that the campany had 
not earned a dollar which could be devoted to 
that purpose, but in spite of that it was ex- 
pected the people who control its affairs 
would make some arrangement to provide 
for the interest payment. That arrange- 

ment appeared to be made. A week ago a 
notice was publicly rea d by the Chairman of 
the Stock Exchange coming from the Lake 
Street officials to the effect that the company 
would pay the interest.

President Louderback had little to say of 
the situation. He was told that the Stock Ex. 
change considered that a sharp trick had been 
played; that there was no doubt among the 
brokers that the company had known all 
along the matter was going to {take the turn 
that it had and that the general opinion was 
that the public had been duped with pro- 
found success. 

Mr. Louderback’s Side. 


Mr. Louderback declared that he didn't 
care what the public thought; that the whole 
transaction was a perfectly fair and equitable 
one; and that the public could accept that 
statement without any further explanation or 
not, just os it chose. He then carefully pre- 
pared the following statement: 

The money was borrowed by the Lake 
Street road upon certain conditions and con- 

tracts as security to the lenders. Later on it 

was found that the contracts could not be 
carried out as intended and the lenders de- 
manded the return of their money, where- 
upon the Lake Street road gave their check 
against the money so deposited (which had 
not yet become due on the coupons) in favor 
of the lenders of the money. The latter de- 
posited said fundsin their name and agreed 
te take up the coupons and cash them until 
such time as the Lake Street road could ar- 
range to raise the money and pay off and can- 
cel the coupons, and in pursuance thereof the 
lenders gave their check on their own ac- 
count to the trustee witha letter authorizing 
him to purchase said coupons for their ac- 
count and took his receipt and obligation 
therefor.”’ 

While the Lake Street insiders are doing no 
talking it is no longer any secret that they are 
u badly disappointed crowd. There is no de- 
nying that Mr. Yerkes has e the first big 
mistake of his life in Chicago transportation 
affairs. When he purchased the Lake Street 
control by buymg a majority of the stock lagt 
July it was generally regarded as a shrewd 
move. The property that he bought,’ how. 
ever, has proved to be in anything like the 
condition he supposed it was, and he finds 
himeelf with something on his hands that is 
the most complete failure of any venture he 
has yet engaged in. He put his friends into the 
securities liberally and the result has been 
anything but satisfactory to them. A large 
block of the bonds was sold tothe Philadel- 

- phia contingent at a price far higher than the 
present quotations. Altogether the thing has 
been about as disappointing as it could possi- 
bly be. 

Some Plan to Recoup. 

Itnow remains for the insiders to devise 
some scheme to recoup, and it looks as if the 
first step in this scheme had been taken in 
the action of yesterday. “When the announce- 
ment was made that the interest would be 
paid, the securities advanced and there was 
an opportunity to sell liberally. Short sales 
made at that time net a handsome profit 
already and promise to net a good deal 
more before the game is played through, The 
indications point to the probability that the 
scheme to secure the uncanceled N is 
the preliminary step in the reorganization for 
the property which en wish to ac- 

: 3 ization is promised 
which will cut the par value of the bonds in 
two and force the stockholders to- pay an 48 
s@ssment about equal to the present market 
value of the stock. 

A number of inquiries were made at the 
American Trust and Savings Bank as to why 
it had issued the notice to the bondholders. 
The inquirers were referred to Levy Mayer, 
eounsel for the bank. Last night he said: 

The notice is the result of careful investi- 
gation into the legal rights of all parties, It 
prejudices no one. It is plain and speaks for 
itself. It protects equally the rights of the 
bank as well as those of the coupon-holders 
and those who say the money has been de- 
posited merely to purchase and not to cancel 
the coupons. it will probably require a 
judicial inquiry to properly adjust the pend- 
ing questions. What the facts are is not for 
me tc say, or, on account of my professional 
relations, to disc@ss. I repeat, however, that 
everything possible has been done under the 
circumstances to take care of and preserve 
the rights of everybody in interest. The bank 
would and could not take any other position. 

The Jndicial Side. 

The judicial inquiry which Mr. Mayer says 
will be necessary, it was intimated yesterday 
by some of the bondholders, migut be begun 
shortly. An eminent legal authority had this 
to say concerning the position of the bond- 
holders: 

“ The company is in default. There is no 
doubt about that. The coupons, tegardless 
of the mortgage securing them, are ordinary 
due bilis or notes of bond. Being due, the 
company nad no way to discharge them ex- 
cept by payment. To ask that their holders 
instead of receiving payment and seeing the 
coupons canceled should sell them 
is not payment. Jt is a subterfuge 
which practically puts a noose around 
the heads of the bondholders. 
They may go into court, sue on the unpaid 
coupon, to which there can be no defense, get 
an immediate judgment, sue out an execu- 
tion, and then apply for a receiver for the 
company in aid on the ground the company 
is insolvent. There has been a clear and un- 
equivocal breach of contract on the part of 
the railroad company. I have read the notice 
of the bank. It looks to me to be unequivo- 
eal and fair and conveys to the coupon-bold- 
ers the situation. If I were a coupon-holder 
I should demand payment and, that being re- 
fused, should sue.“

The ninth convocation of the University of 
Chicago took place last night at the Audi- 
torium. As usual, its features were found in 
that part of Dr. Harper’s quarterly state- 
ment relating to university finances. Those 
who looked for a donation from Mr. Rocke- 
feller as a result of the recent conference be- 
tween the university’s founder and its chief 
executive were not disappointed. Mr. Rock- 
efeller’s contribution .is $175,000, to be de- 
voted to the general expense fund for the 
scholastic year beginning July 1, 1895. 
This gift, with the income derived 
from other sources, provides the university 
with $600,000 for the expenditures of the 
year beginning July 1. 1895. Mrs. Caroline 
E. Haskell of Chicago, the donor of the Has- 
kell Oriental Museum and founder of the 
$20,000 lectureship on comparative relig- 
ions, announces a third donation of $20,000 
for the founding of a second lectureship on 
the relations of Christianity to other relig- 
ions. These lectures, six or more in number, 
are to be given in Calcutta. India, and, if 
deemed best,in Bombay, Madras, or some 
other of the chief cities of Hindustan where 
large numbers of eduéated Hindus are famil- 
iar with the English language. It is Mrs. 
Haskell’s wish that this lectureship bear the 
name of the Rev. John Henry Barrows. The 
money has been paid in and the plan an- 
nounced in India. 

Mrs. hugh A, White of Evanston has do- 
» nated to the university the library of her late 
husband, who was one of the trustees of Lewis 
Institute. The library contains 1,500 vol- 
umes and includes a valuable collection of 
law books which will form the nucleus of the 
university law library. A handsome walnut 
case accompanies the books. 


Donations from Mr. Ryerson. 


Martin A. Ryerson, President of the Board 
of Trustees of the university, has donated to 
Walker Museum a Mexican coliection of over 
200 pieces of Indian pottery and twenty-five 
articles illustrating the weaving industry. Mr. 
Ryerson also gives $10,000 to be used for 
the purchase of apparatus for the Ryerson 
Physical Laboratory. 

Gifts by Mrs. Henrietta Snell and Mrs. 
George E. Adams to Snell and Foster Dormi- 
tories complete the list. These gifts inclyde 
furniture, rugs, and decorations for recep- 
tion- rooms. 

Dr. Harper reviewed the donations to the 
university previously announced and gave 
statistics showing the growth of the various 
departments of university work. Dr. Harper 
pleased§ the ‘varsity athletes when he reaf- 
firmed his faith in football and declared that 
it athletics have been prostituted y gam- 
blers and pugilists let the college world come 
to the rescue and assign them to the place to 
which they belong. 

The convocation address was given by 
President Seth Low of Columbia College, 
who spoke of The University and Its Rela- 


spoke in glowing terms of the future of the 

‘of Chicago, and proféssed his be- 
lief in that type of useful citizenship which 
would spring from the mutual influence of 
Chicago push and enterprise and university 
culture. Dr. Low reviewed the labor and 
social problems and in strongest terms in- 
dicted the American civil service system, than 
which no service, he said, is more fatal to 
self-respect and more wurping to the moral 
sense. I am denouncing the system and 
not the men who are the victims of it,“ he 
continued. With many of them, I know, 
their poverty and not their will consents.“ 
The speaker concluded: I congratulate 
Chicago and the people of the United States 
tLat here in the midst of the seething life of 
this great and masterful population the Uni- 
versity of Chicago has begun this work as 
one of the factors henceforth in the solution 
of the social problems of the time.“

Henry Clements and Miss Lillie Deils 
Drowned in the Maumee River. 

Lima, O., Jan. 2.—[Special.]—While Henry 
Cléments and Miss Lillie Deils were skating 
on the Maumee River, near the independence 
dam, last evening they went into an opening 
and were drawn beneath the ice and drowned 
before their companions could reach the 
scene.

These have bee capt- 
tured by Olds, wha insists he is steadily gain- 
ing ground, and whose evident confidence 
and serenity give much force to his claims.

GUARANTEES THE BANKS’ NOTES. 


Bill for Relief of St. John's Institutions 
Passed by Newfoundland Legislature. 
Sr. Jonn’s, N. F., Jan. 2.—The bill guaran- 

teeing the notes of the Union and Commereial 
Banks was with triflmg amendments passed 
by both Houses of the Legislature today. 
Tomorrow the Governor will give his assent 
to the measure. A bill was also passed plac- 
ing the value of the gold sovereign at $4.86, 
the same as the Canadian and 
American standards. The Lover House 
passed a bill removing the dis- 
abilities of Sir William Whiteway and his fol- 
lowers, ho were convicted of corrupt prac- 
tices, and Sir William will return to the lead- 
ership of his party, which is now in power. 
The oppositiou has filed a formal protest with 
the Governor, and has also forwarded a copy 
to the English Government, showing that the 
bill is unconstitutional and detrimental to the 
interests of justice. It is not expected that 
the measure will receive the royal assent, 

The government is charged with manipulat- 
ing the bill for the winding up of insolvent 
com panies with a view to getting the liquida- 
tion of the Commercial Bank into their own 
hands, 

The hearing of the charges against the di- 
rectors of the Commerciai Bank, accused of 
issuing a fa se statement of the bank’s affairs, 
was begun today. It was shown bonds that 
were included among the bank’s assets had 
really been assigned to the London and West- 
minster Bank. 

The government has announced it has nego- 
tiated a loan with the Bank of Montreal and 
will obtain sufficient specie to pay the sal- 
aries of the government employés and to 
meet pressing interest claims. The amount 
of the loan is reported to be $500,000, to 
obtain which, itis alleged, the government 
pledged securities held as collateral for the 
safety of the public deposits in the savings 
bank. The petition tor the appointment of a 
royal commission to examine into the affairs 
of Newfoundland is receiving numerous 
signatures, 

The French Consul has protested against 
the passage of the bank note guarantee bill, 
owing to the loss that will be sustained by 
French citizens throughout the country. The 
bill guarantees the notes of the Union Bank 
at 80 cents on the dollar and those of the 
Commercial Bank ag 20 cents.

HUNDREDS OF HOMESTEAD MEN OUT 


Find They Are Making Only 
Eighty Cents a Day. 

Brappoox, Pa., Jan, 2.—[Special. |—Re- 
ports just received from Homestead say the 
small strike of the ore handlers at the Car- 
negie blast furnaces at that place has extended 
across the Monongahela River, and several 
hundred of the employés of the Homesteud 
mill have quit work. They went out this even- 
ing not in sympathy with the Braddock 
workmen, as first supposed. The new 
scale at Homestead went into effect today. 
The discovery today that the shearsmen of 
tne 119 inch mill could not earn more than 
70 2ents per day caused the strike. The mill 
began operations last night and the men com- 
pared their time slips with the old wayes.

Merchants May Open a Market to Sell 
“ae Cost or Gu te Law. 

The business- men of the Jewish section of 
the city are working outa plan to break the 
combination of Jewish meat-dealers which 
has raised the prices of meat from 50 to 100 
per cent. It is proposed to open a centrally 
located market where kosher meat will de 
sold at cost. The market-owners in the pool 
claim they control the wholesale market and 
plan for a cheap market will be defeated for 
the reason none of the Stock-Yards firms will 
sell meat to any retailers not members of the 
pool, This is denied at the packimg-houses, 
where it is said if the new market is opened 
there will be no difficulty in supplying it with 
meat. 

There will be no decided action for several 
days, as it is intended to give the members 
of the pool time to back down gracefully 
from their position. If they refuse to lower 
prices extreme measures will be/ adopted to 
foree them todoso. Attorneys have been 
consulted and all declare the pool illegal, and 
its officers may be indicted by the grand jury 
for conspiracy. 

Another feature of the pool déveloped yes- 
terday, when certain butchers declared no 
more poultry killing would be done at the 
markets and the grocers and other retail deal- 
ers in live fowls would be forced out of the 
business and the people compelled to buy all 
such meat at the meat shops. 

There isa possibility the pool will be broken 
up'through internal dissension. Some of the 
members are dissatisfied and numerous com- 
plaints are made to the officers in charge. 

Ihe people are much excited over the action 
of the market owners. Many have stopped 
buying meat altogether. everal quarrels 

have occurred and serious trouble may break 
out atany time. 

The work of relief is being carried on with 
vigor. A. Kapperl heads the movement. He 
has prepared a list pf deserving poor. Many 
have applied to him in person for relief and 
others have been referred to him by the offi. 
cers of the United Hebrew Charities, The fol- 
lowing is a partial list.

NEW MYSTERY IN THE BUTLER OASE. 


Brother Says There Is a Plot to Murder 
the ex-Congressman, 


Inpranapouis, Ind., Jan. 2.—[{Special.]— 
Ex-Congressman Walter H. Butler of lowa 
and his brother James, who came here to take 
the wanderer home, are stilgin the city to- 
night, but expect to leave for home early to- 
morrow morning. Speaking of his disappear- 
auce six weeks ago the ex-Congressman said 
he was still unable to recall any reason for 
his conduct except that he was worried over 
financial matters. He insists at no time in 
his life was he ever out of his head to his 
knowledge. 

James Butler, the Navy Department clerk, 
intimates it is with some risk that his brother 
returns to Iowa. He says there are three 
political factions at his home and the mem- 
bers of each faction have accused the other 
two with having put the ex-Congressman out 
of the way. He says the feeling has been bit- 
ter for some time out there on account of the 
ir fluence which his brother wielded in poli- 
tics. The ex-Congreasman was the idol of 
the younger element in the party and it was 
by organizing the young voters that he was 
able to change his own county from the Re- 
publican to the Democratic column. Ever 
since that time, he says, the old political ma- 
chine men havedone all in their power to 
down the ex-Congressman and it would not be 
u bove some of them to put him out of the 
way if they had a pose opportunity, 

The brother makes no direct charges, but 
it is plain he.believes there isa conspiracy 
now existing to murder Walter. Heis ex- 
ceedingiy bitter in denouncing Lawyer H. 6. 
Phillips, whoarrived here the day before. He 
says he would not have had his brotner go back 
home with Phillips for any sum of money. 
Walter Butler has never appeared to beafraid 
of any of theal’eged conspirators and says 
those whose aames have been mentioned as 
the men who would wrong him are among 
his best friends. 

With all me conflicting statements, it fs 
im possible to get at the truth as to what diffl. 
culties Butler fed from when he came to In- 
dianapolis. It is certain, however, he was ig- 
nordnt of the excitement in Iowa over his 
disappearance and took no trouble here to 
conceal his identity. He went under his own 
name, goimg so far as to introduce himself as 
an ex-Congressman to Gov. Matthews and 
Chairman Taggart. He called on Congress 
man Bynum as soon as he learned of the 
presence of the Seventh District Representa- 
tive in the city. He was known to Bynum 
and Mr. Bynum had not heard of his disap- 
pearance,

Secretary Morton Thinks of No Other Way 
to Help Western Suffe ers. 


Wasuivoroy, D. C., Jan. 2.—Secretary Mor- 
ton and Chief Clerk MacCuaig of the Agricult- 
ural Department, both f whom are Nebraska 
men, do not believe the distress in their owa 
and adjoining States amounts to a famine,

Col. Ed ward M. Heyl. Inspector-General of 
the Department of the Missauri, died at 5 
aclock yesterday afternoon at his residence, 
the Hotei Metropole, this city, after an iliness 
of but four days’ duration. Col. Heyl was at 
his office at Army Headquarters in the Pull- 
man Building. attending to the duties of his 
office, last Saturday. Then he felt the return 
of a diabetic troubie with which he had ät 
times suffered. and went to his home, The 
digease became serious suddenly, and his 


strength failed rapidly until his death. 


Col. Edward M. Heyl came to Chicago 
to take bis. staff position as Inspector-Gen- 
eral six years ago, when Gen. Crook was in 
command of the Division of the Missouri,

His services here have been performed ina 
way that has kept him at this station—one ot 
the must de-irable in the army—longer than 
it is the usual lot of an army officer to remain 
in one piace, Col. Heyl was particularly fond 
of hore life, but with his wife, who was Miss 
Turner of St. Leuvi+, he was well known to 
Chivage society. Capt. J. M. Lee, Ninth In- 
kantry, U. S. A., was with Col, Heyl at the time 
of his death and many other officers were 
there‘during the day.

He was 
honorably mustered out Aug. 26, 1864. Col. 
Heyl saw bard service all through the war and 
made a record. He was commugsioned a First 
Lieutenant in the regular army. Ju 26 1866, 
Doing assigned to the Ninth Cavalry. He was 
made a Captain July 3h. 1867. Four years later 
he was transferred to the Fourth Cavalry, with 
which he saw bard and active service duri 
many Iadian campaigus. His command—part o 
the force of Gen. Mackenzie—fought the Kiowas 
and Comanches aii through the troubles of 
1874.75. unti the final subjugation of the tribes. 
During the Ute troub.es of 1879 Co:. Heyl, then 
a Captain, was given temporarily a Major's com- 
mand and led a battalion of his regiment, the 
Fourth Cavalry, into the field agaiastahe Indians.

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OUR CATTLE EXPOETS PARALYZED. 
Belgium bas followed the example of Ger- 
many, France, and some other countries in 
prohibiting the importation of live cattle 
from the United States. Ali the ports of con- 
tinental Europe now are closed to our cattle 
and beef, and only the markets of the British 
Isiands remain in that quarter of the globe 
open to these important products of our 
country. True, the British markets are im- 
portant; they take large numbers of the 
one and quantities of the other, but they are 
far from absorbing all of either that we have 
to spare, 2 

The ostensible reason for the discrimination 


| by all the rest is the alleged danger af pleuro- 


pneumonia infection from our cattle. But 
everybody knows this is simply a pretext; 
that there is no such danger; and that the roal 
reason is not stated. The real reason is a re- 
taliatory one against the United States for its 
action in abolishing the reciprocity treaties 
under which the sugar industries of those 
countries prospered. The livestock growers 
and feeders of Continental Eurdpe have 
seized upon the oceasion as a favorable one 
for pressing theit claim to the right of feed- 
ing the meat eaters of their respective lands; 
and the governments have yielded to the pres- 
sure. They previously had kept down to 
small dimensions imports of our beef, and 
now they practically have shutout our cattle 
from the continent of Europe, with a result- 
ing loss to interests here which has been esti- 
mated all the way from 100 to 150 million 
dollars per year. 

All this is a direct result of the Democratic 
folly in Congress last summer, which did not 
know enough to let well enough alone.“ Be- 
fore the Democrats began to tinker with tho 
tariff, includiig an upset of the reciprocity 
arrangements which had beén perfected with 
other countries by the Harrison administra- 
tion, there was a good export business in 
American cattle, and our revenue from sugar 
imports exceeded $50,000,000 per year. 
Now the business of cattle exporting is laid 
low, and the receipts from sugar duties re- 
duced to about $5,000,000 per annum. The 
Democratic shysters in legislation have 
proved themselves equally foolish with the 
fellow who burned his candle at both ends at 
once. They have stopped off nine-tenths of 
the sugar reveaues for the time being, simi- 
larly cut off the revenue from spirits, so that 
little more can be collected on either in the 
next six months, and have killed the export 
of cattle, thus materially diminishing the 
ability of the people to meet the revenue 
deficit, much of which is due to the changes 
in the law respecting whisky and sugar. 

Unfortunately there is little hope of relief 
from the Congreas which recomvenes today. 
In the two months that remain to it for pos- 
sible action that body probably will spend 
much of the time on the oppropriation bills, 
in useless discussions of the amendment to 
the currency bill submitted by Secretary Car- 
lisle, and iu au effort to impose an additional 
tax on beer, the latter being resisted tooth and 
nail by the strong brewery interest of the 
country. It may have time for little else. 
and if an attempt should be made to abolish 
the objectionable differential on impoats of 
bounty-aided sugar that is likely to be re- 
sisted by the few hundreds of sugar-growers 
in Louisiana, who will bring every available 
Democratic argument to bear to prevent the 
action proposed. So the chances are against 
the live stock interests of the United States 


receiving any substantial help from the 


present Congress. It now looks as if they 
would have to wait for the next Congress to 
act, and none can say how long that may be. 
If President Cleveiand should cail a special 
session, to be convened shorily after the 4th 
of March, the live stock men may not have to 
wait longer than about three months; other- 
wise the paralysis of their export business may 
last for a year or even more, and with that 
other interests would suffer Yreatly. So it is 
a bad tangie, this into which Demecratic pig- 
headedness has ied the country, and unfort- 
unately this is far from being the only direc- 
tion in which the people of the United States 
suffer and will have to suffer because of the 
stupidity of the Democrats who were elected 
in November, 1892, to misrepresent them in 
Congress. 


 JAPAN’S NEW YEAR. 

From the statements of the Japanese Min- 
ister in Washington it would appear that the 
war with China, notwithstanding the heavy 
demands it has made upon Japan, has in 
some respecte been of great advan- 
tage to the latter county. In the first place 
the equipment and maneuvering of its armies, 
the strategy which has been employed, the 
courage and dash displayed by the troops as 
well as the consummate manner in which its 
fleet has been handled, the speedy 
and thorough manner in which it 
disposed of the Chinese fleet as a factor in 
the war, as well as the adroit and effective 
manner in which the torpedo has been used 
both for attack and defense, have demonstrat- 
ed for the first time that Japan is a formid- 
able war power. In an incredibly short 
period of time Japan has driven China out 
of Corea and held the hermit kingdom firm- 
ly, reorganizing and adjusting its confused 
affairs and puttmg down rebeliions, and has 
f ollowed up its advantage by invading China, 
driving the panic-stricken Chinese in all di- 
rections, winning victory after victory and 
never meeting with defeat, while now in 
spite of the adverse circumstances of a winter 
campaign, especially in a country substan- 
tially without roads, its troops are pushing 
steadily forward towards the capital. The 
unexpected success of Japan, for at the out- 
set no one believed a nation of 80 millions 
could overcome a nation of 300 millions, has 
secured for her the respect of the world as a 
war making power, and, for an Oriental na- 
tion, as the only one which has had the public 
and progressive spirit to adopt Western metb- 
‘ods and to employ them with skill and intelli- 
gence, 

Another remarkable feature of the war is 
brought out by the Japanese Minister's inter- 
view. He says that heavy as the expense has 


| been—an expense, of course, for which Japan 


will be indemnified when it comes to the final 
settlement with China—the internal resources 
of Japan bave not suffered by being drained 
for war purposes. The industries, manufact- 
ures, commerce, and general business of the 
Country are flourishing and as active as they 
were before tle war. It has aroused the peo- 
ple to a pitch of national enthusiasm. Since 
the change of government from the absolute to 
the liberal form, with popular representation 
in the Parliament, there have been numerous 
factions contending for power and partisan 
advantage. These factions have been har- 
monized and are now ali loyal to the govern- 
ment’s policy. The Minister says: In 
three days the Diet voted 150 million yen for 
the government for use in the war. The speed 
of such an appropriation indicated the purpose 
of the people and their legislative representa- 
tives to uphold the governments at every 
point.“ oe :

TAKE AWAY THE STATL’S-ATTORNEY’S 
| « FEES, 


The present grand jury reports that State’s- 
Attorney Kern has done nothing illegal. 
Hence the investigation into the conduct of 
the office has amounted to nothing. The jury 
has called attention, however, to the neces- 
sity of attending to a matter which has been 
too long neglected, and therefore the fuss 
which has been made about Mr. Kern’s af- 
fairs may be productive of some good. 

What should be done is to take from the 
State’s-Attorney of this county those fees 
to which the law entitles him now, and 
let him depend for his support on the ample 
salary paid him by the county, which should 
receive ail moneys collected in the Criminal 
Court, This should have been done when the 
fees and salaries law was passed, and would 
have been but for the influence brought to 
bear by the then State’s-Attorney, who also 
was able to secure for himself freedom from 
the making of reports of fees collected, while 
all other officers had to make reports. 

It has always been the practice in this 
State to pay State’s-Attorneys small salaries. 
At present the State’s-Attorneys outside of 
Cook get from the State $400 a year. They 


are entitled also to acertain sum for every 


conviction in a felony.case and a smaller 
sum for a conviction in a minor case. What- 
ever they may be entitled to for these con- 
victions is paid out of fines and forfeitures 
collected. Thus the amount of a man’s pay 
depends upon the amount of work he has to 
do and his success as a prosecutor. This 
method of compensating these officers fs one 
of long standing and was retained when the 
present law was passed. In some counties 
there is very little for a State’s-Attorney to 
do and he has to depend on his private bus! 
ness for his support. It did not seem wise to 
give all these men whose duties differ so 
much more than $400 apiece, 

But the State’s-A ttorney of this county oc- 
cupies a very different position. The Legis- 


| lature which passed the law of 1872 knew 


that he would be employed all the year. 
Therefore they put in a provision authorizing 
the County Board to give him additional com- 
pensation. It has done so and he is well paid. 
He gets all he deserves. But since the law 
gives him a right to fees in addition he col- 
lects them when he can. 

Owing to this unfortunate provision of the 
law some of the occupants of the office have 
indulged in practices which, while not illegal, 
were not commendable, for the purpose of 
swelling their receipts. ‘They have compro- 
mised cases because that brought in money 
when prosecution would not do so, They 
have strained the law to collect forfeitures 
because it meant money in their pockets. In 
this as in some other offices the fee system 
has worked for evil. Therefore the Legisla- 
ture should amend the law so as to take from 
the State’s-Attorney all fees. 


THE FRIGHTENED BREWERS. 

The vrewers are against the doubling of the 
tax on beer, They say that that low-taxed 
article is too heavily taxed now. They assert 
that the additional tax would not fall on them 
but on the consumers, and that ‘if this tax did 
not completely deprive the workingman of 
beer, would at least seriously curtail his con- 
sumption of it.“ Exaggerated statements of 
this kind, which those who make them know 
are not correct, simply show that the brewers 
are well aware the tax would come on their 
excessive profits or those of the middlemen 
called saloonkeepers, who stand between them 
and the consumers, and would not be paid by 
the beer-drinkers. 

This extra tax if imposed would amount to 
a fifth of a cent on the glass. And this, it is 
alleged, may “ completely deprive the work- 
ingman of beer. It will not raise the price 
to six cents a glass, nor will it make the beer 
mug any smaller or add to the amount of 
foam in the glass. If the brewers felt that 
they could give a little less beer for a nickel 
they would not mind the heavier tax in the 
least. Or if they thought they could throw off 
the tax on consumers in some other way they 
would not care whether they advanced a two. 
dollar or a one-dollar tax to the government, 
knowing it would be repaid to them by the 
beer-drinkers. 

It is because the brewers know the addition 
to the tax will fall on them that they are 
trotting out the workingman and alleging that 
he is in danger of being deprived of his beer. 
It is very well known that the brewing busi- 
ness isan immensely profitable one. The re- 
turns are quick. The brewer is turning his 
money over every little while. In this city 
most of the saloons are run practically by the 
brewers, who pocket thus all the profit there 
is in the sale of their beer. Their heavy prof. 
Those 
profits have not been lessened by hard times, 
for they have been charging the old price for 
beer, and yet their raw materials have cost 
them less. : | 

It is stated that the National Association of 
Brewers will send agents to Washington to 
fight an increase. It may be useless to do so. 
The Congressmen may not scare us easily as 
last summen It is nearly two years to the 
next election. The members of the present 
House who were reélected month before last 
will not be frightened by the brewers’ threats 
of what they will do in 1896. Those who 
were defeated last November care little what 
the brewers say. 


STEWART ON THE GOLD STANDARD. 

Senator Stewart of Nevada has been inter- 
viewed in regard to the recent Populist con- 
vention at St. Louis, and made it the pretext 
for another set of wholesale misrepresenta- 
tions of fact about money. He said Cleve- 
land called an extra session for the express 
purpose of repealing all laws recognizing sil- 
ver as a standard money, reducing all silver 
coin in existence to mere token money, and 
adopting the gold standard.“ He aleo al- 
leged that the great majority of the Repub- 


licans of the two Houses of Congress co- 


operated with the President in the extra ses- 
sion and reduced the money of the United 
States to the gold standard. 

This is absolutely untrue, The extra ses. 
sion of last year was not called for the pur- 
pose of repealing all laws on any subject, but 
specifically one clause of a law which had re- 
quired the monthly purchase of 4,500,000 
ounces of silver by the United States. Prac- 
tically the repeal of the purchasing clause in 
the Sherman law of July 14, 1890, is all that 
was asked for by President Cleveland and ail 
that was done in regard to the currency by 
Congress at the extra seasion. There was no 
meddling with the status of the silver dollars 
already in circulation or locked up in the 
vaults of the Treasury, nor any meddling with 
the silver certificates that had been issued 
against the latter. 

Neither Congress nor the President, nor 
both together, reduced the money of the 
United States to the gold stande d“ at any 


| tame in 1898. The gold standard had been | 
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art knows it. He is well ‘aware that every 
ounce of silver sold by his mining constitu- 
ents to the government previous to the spe- 
cial session of 1893 was sold at its bullion 
value in terms of gold. The Treasury notes 
issued ment for that silver were paid 
out on the basis of gold value for the bullion 
silver, for just the same amount per ounce 
or ton of the silver as if those Treasury notes 
bad borne on their face a statement that they 
were to be redeemed in gold. So the gold basis 
has been the one to which the value of silver 
bullion has been referred and by which it 
has been measured, right along from the 
start of silver m in Nevada and long 
prior thereto, without a single halt. Jurther- 
more, Senator Stewart is well aware that dur- 
ing all the yours in which considerably more 
than 16 ounces of silver bullion have been 
sold for one ounce of guld a part of the silver 
dollar has been token — that token portion 
being upheld to a buying power by the sus- 
taining power of gold. He knows that but 
for such sustaining power the silver dollar 
now would not have half the purchasing 
power it at present possesses, that the silver 


in the dollar is worth less than 47 cents and 


the.token part of the silver dollar is fully 53 
cents. He knows this as well as he knows he 
is alive and a Senator from the rotten bor- 
ough State of Nevada. 

Further along in the interview Senator 


Stewart contradicted his first assertions. He 


spoke of those who are striving to establish 
a gold standard.“ which he previously had 
asserted was established by Congress and the 
President in the extra session of more than a 
year ago. But he is not even entitled to the 
credit of contradicting a lie with the truth, 
He simply has indulged in two big misrepre- 
sentations, neither of which is true. The gold 
standard was not adopted for the United 
states at the special session of 1892, nor is any 
one now striving to adopt it. The gold stand- 
ard loug since was adopted and established, 
and the honest men of both the old parties are 
striving to maintain what was established 
many years ago. 


Tus business days of the new year begin 
with an active withdrawal of gold for export. 
It was reported in New York that a total of 
$2,200,000 had been engaged to go out to- 
day. That will still further reduce the stock 
in the Treasury and hasten the time when it 
will be necessary to issue another lot of bonds, 
since President Cleveland has announced his 
determination to make such issue as often as 
it may be needful to preserve the parity. It 
is reported that he is preparing to ask Con- 
gress for the authority to issue bonds at a 
lower rate of interest than the 5 per cent now 
permitted by the law. The authority ought 
to be given, and with it the plain straight- 
forward direction that the bonds shail bear 
on their face the statement that they are 
to be rédeemed in gold. The word 
“ coin” was all right years ago, but ta use it 
now isan evasion which is taken advantage 
of by the extreme silverites and may be at- 
tended by serious consequences if used for 
bonds to be issued in the future. It is exceed- 
ingly problematical if the foreigners would 
buy coin bonds with gold, seeing the pres- 
sure that is exerted by the free silver extrem- 
ists to have the United States repudiate more 
than half its obligations by refusing to pay 
them in anything better than silver at the rate 
of 46.2 cents on the dollar. No doubt they 
would gladly purchase gold bonds ata very 
low rate of interest, and the result of coming 
out squarely and fairly with a pledge to pay 
in gold would be to stop the rush for gold in 
the Treasury, because people then would have 
no further doubt as to the intentions of the 
government. They not now doubt its abil- 
ity, nor the willmgaes- of the present admin- 
istration, or at least the head of it. But tney 
hardly can be blamed if they hesitate to pay 
out gold at the rate of 100 cents’ worth of it 
for each dollar named on the bond and take 
their chances of having the payment made in 
less-than-half-worth-silver dollars when men 
like Stewart, Bland, etc., are howling for 
free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1.” 


— 


Bax SILVER was quoted at 59% cents per fine 
ounce in New York yesterday, and the same 
was bid for the silver certificates, which rep- 
resent silver stored in New York, This quo- 
tation corresponds to 46.2 cents for the value 
of the pure silver in the United States dollar 
and to 34.6 to 1 for the ratio of values of 
equal weights of gold and silver. So the sil- 
ver dollar now is made up of 46.2 cents of 
real value and 53.8 cents of confidence or 
token value. Yet Senator Stewart professes 
to object to the fact that our silver coins are 
regarded by some people as tokens.“ That 
is, he objects to the truth. He is unwilling to 
own up to the actual conditiou of things in the 
market, where it takes more than 3444 ounces 
of silver bullion to buy one ounce f gold, 
whether the gold be in the form of coin or 
bullion. He tries to make people believe 
that he thinks sixteen ounces of silver can be 
made equal in value to a single ounce of gold 
by act of Congress, and this without waiting 
for any other nation on earth.” He is as mad 
on this subject as was the fellow who iusisted 
that his train (the one he wished to take) had 
not come in yet, though assured by the ticket 
clerk that it had come and gone long since. 
He is even more lacking in sense than was the 
fellow referred to, because the same train 
might be expected to depart from the same 
place a day or two later, while for silver there 
isno reasonable ground to expect sixteen 
ounces of it will ever again be equal in value 
to one ounce of gold. 


Tun efficacy of anti-toxine, the new rem- 
edy for diphtheria, seems to have been es- 
tablished already by use in various American 
cities, as wellas in the hospitals of Berlin 
and Paris. Favorable reports are made by 
those who have applied it and there seems to 
be no reason to doubt that the discoverers of 
the serum have conferred a blessing upon 
the world by securing at least an antidote for 
one of the most serious ailments which afflict 
humanity. The one drawback to its use is 
the difficulty in securing it in ample quality 
for general application, and this fact, as well 
as its success, has led unprincipled parties in 
Europe tosupply a fraudulent article. In 
view of this danger it has been suggested that 
anti-toxine shall be prepared under official 
supervision and that the remedy shail not be 
used until it has been tested by national. 
State, or municipal authorities, The sug- 
gestion is an excellent one, Every safeguard 
should be thrown around its preparation and 
use. The dangers of fraudulent points have 
already been illustrated mn vaccination in 
more than one city, but here isa disease 
more to be dreaded than smallpox because its 
progress isso rapid, Every physician should 
be absolutely confident he has the pure rem- 
edy in treating a disease where a brief delay 
may prove fatal. 


Pays are now being prepared at Washing- 
ton for the Government Building at the Atlanta 
Exposition. It appears, however, that the 
glorious architecture at the White City has 
had no effect upon the government. It will 
stick to its old-fashioned and now obsolete 
designs. A dispatch says that the structure 
will be somewhat similar to the Government 
Building at the World’s Fair. What has the 
pushing and progressive City of Atlanta done 
that it should be presented with such a build - 
ing? There wasa shadow of excuse in the 
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case of Chieaga, for tie govern 
when he drew his plans had no 
of the beauties of the Court of Honor. There 
is no such excuse in the case of Atlanta. The 
government is behind the times. 


Gov. Morron of New York bas sent his in- 
augural message to the Legislature. A nota- 
bie feature of it is the financial statement, 
showing that New York stands side, by side 
with Iilinois in having no debt. Notwith- 
standing this, the prudent Governor urges 
economy in all the departments of the State 
Government, and especially in the matter of 
commissions. From an expenditure for the 
duties covered by these commissions of less 
than $4,000 in 1880 they have grown from 
year to year, until the cost of three commis- 
sions alone last year amounted to $1,250,- 
000. Another burden of which the people 
are growing tired is the new Capitol Building 
at Albany, which is still far trom completion, 
although $21,500,000 has already been ex- 
pended upon it. So far as the metropolis of 
the State is concerned the Governor suggests 
that a new commission be created at once to 
frame a charter for the new government of 
Greater New York to be presented to the 
Legislature, though this adds to the commis- 
sions, of the multiplicity of which he com- 
plains. Two excellent suggestions are made, 
one to do away with the present complex sys- 
tem of separate ballots for each candidate by 
the adoption of a blanket ballot, and an- 
other to strengthen Mayor Strong’s hands by 
giving him the power necessary to appoint 
and remove without waiting for the full de- 
tails of the reform plan. 
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Ong of the latest reform projects is to have 
two branches of the Common Council instead 
of one, It would be better to make the single 
body honest than to leave it dishonest and 
add another chamber without makmg any 
provision for its honesty. If the object of 
having two branches of the city legislature is 
to prevent the passage of improper ordinances 
by the lower and larger house that object can 
be more easily attained by enlarging the veto 
power of the Mayor and by making that offi- 
cial ineligible for immediate reéiection. Then 
very few corrupt ordinances, which are the 
ones that cause the greatest public irritation, 
will go into effect. Two branches would add 
to the length of time required to get neces. 
sary and proper matters through, but would 
not insure honesty, for there would be cor- 
rupt men in the upper as well as in the lower 
house. The ten members of the County 
Board elected by the voters of the whole city 
have not been conspicuous. always for their 
honesty. Some men elected thus have been 
sent to the penitentiary. So a Board of Al- 
dermen elected at large could not be relied 
on. Honest legislation cannot be secured by 
a complication of governmental machinery. 
The most effective way to secure it is to con- 
vince the voters that it is for their interest to 
elect honest officials,

This class of people term the single 
taxers Socialists and Anarchists showing their 
ignorance of the true principles advocated by 
either of these schools. The fact of the matter 
is, that each one of these schools advocates prop- 
ositions as diametrically opposed to each ocher 
as biack is to white—viz.: The Anarchist wants 
absolutely no government, while the Socialist 
wants a government, and wants it to take charge 
of all means of production and exchange, thereby 
eliminating all competition. 

Now the single-taxer differs from either of 
these propositions, firstin the diagnosis of the 
evil, second as to the remedy—to-wit: That man 
is idle because land is idle (70 r cent of the 
land in this country is being held out of use for 
speculation). is idle because man has not 
free access to it. Recognizing the evil as such, 
we propose as a remedy a system of taxation that 
will make speculation in land unprofitable, in 
connection with which we propose unrestricted 
competition om in trade. 

Let us have more honest discussion on this 
question by intelligent students and thinkers and 
less ievity by uninvestigating and sugpicious 
fools, ° J. OYER. 

[Mr. Henry George proposes to confiscate the 
rental value of all the land in the United States 
and to make the men who own it now in fee 
simple State tenants. One method of doing it 
he says is feasible, but not to be favored, because 
it would involve an unnecessary extension of 
government machinery. He prefers another 
method of robbery because it is simpler. Rob- 
bery is the word to use because Mr, George has 
not a word to say about compensating land- 
owners for that which he proposes to take from 
them. To pay them for the selling value of their 
lands, minus the improvements, he proposes to 
seize would take more than ten billions of 
dollars. He does not say that the government 
shall pay acent. When a city condemns land to 
open or widen astreet, when a railroad cuts 
through a farm that it may get a right of way, or 
when land is taken for any purpose. under the 
power of eminent domain, the owner is paid its 
market value at the time it is taken. That 
property shall not be taken without compensa- 
tion is a principle of law which dates back to 
Roman jurisprudence. 

The proposition that aman shall be deprived 
of his property, which he has paid for or has in- 
herited, without compensation is un-Christian. 

It is also in violation of Mosaic teachings and of 
the moral code of every religion under the sun. 
There is no necessity for quoting texts to prove 
it. Itis self-evident that to take froma man 
that which is his for the benefit of any one man 
or of any body of men without payment and 
without consent is 30 commit an immoral act. 
It would be tocommit ona grand scale what 
men are sont to the penitentiary daily for doing 
on a small scale, 

The title to some of the land in this country 
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calinits present shape. The utterances of the 
handful of people who profess to believe in it 
are as amusing as the babble of men who have 
taken too much wine.

OPPOSED TO THE FORESTRY BILL 


Certain Features’ Likely to Be Strongly 
Fought inthe Senate. 

Wasuixeton, D. C. Jan. 2.—Considerable 
interest has been manifested in the West over 
the prospect of the bill for the protection of 
forest reservations, and it has become evideut 
since the bill passed the House that it will 
enzounter no inconsiderable opposition in the 
Senate. The necessity of proper care of the 
foresta for the preservation of the timber and 
the conservation of the water supply in all 
the arid mountain States Terri 
tories is generally admitted even by 
those who oppose pending bill, but 
they contend.the seleetions of land for such

HE WILL NOT LET UP ON BYRNES. 


Parkhurst Will Wage War to the 
Knife Against the Superintendent, 

New York, Jan. 2,—[Special.]—From 
statements made today by Frank Moss, coun- 
seland member of the Executive committee 
of the Society for the Prevention ot Crime, it 
will be war to the knife if the Lexow com- 
mittee, in its effort to reform the Police De- 
partinent of this city, recommends that Supt. 
Byrnes shall conduct or have anything to do 
with the future plans for reorganization of 
that department, Mr. Moss says he has the 
utmost confidence in Mr. Goff’s sincerity of 
purpose, It was evident, however, that the 
committee did ret wish to subject Supt. 
Byrnes to a.“ boruig” examination, and 
that it discouraged such aa ordeal as other 
witnesses, like Mr. McClave, for instance, 
had been subjected to. 

When the fact that the financial dealings 
between Gould and Byrnes came out, said 
Mr. Moss, if we had had time we mught 
have called Mr. Gould to verify the state. 
ments he made, as we have donein the case 
of other witnesses, We could have inquired 
more particularly into the nature of the par- 
ticular favors which be did for Mr. Gould for 
which he derived so much benefit from a man 
who was never known to give somethi for 
nothing, and we might have found out 
whether this had anything to do with the L' 
roads gobbling up the streets of the city with- 
out 14 by the police. 

Mr. Moss anneunced that the Society for 
the Prevention of Crime would make a fight 
against the canonization of Byrnes to the 
bitter end, Mr. Moss said the society had as 
yet arranged no definite | pear of action, but 
that Dr. Parkhurst would never let up in his 
purpose to turn down Byrnes, believing him 
to be the most untit person who could be se- 
lected to reorganize the police force. 

Dr. Parkhurst today advised the following 
plan for the reorganization of the police de- 
partment, He said: 

There is no division of public 
sentiment. as to the necessity of a re- 
organization of the Police Department. 
That necessity is too manifest for argu- 
ment. There are two methods of reorgun- 
ization. One is to deal with each member of 
the present force, each inculpated individual, 
by a process of prosecution, a weeding-out 
process, which would probably reach its 
completion about the beginning of the 
twenty-first century, if each suspected 
member of the force was subjected to an in- 
vestigation, The other method is legislation. 
And if the objection is raised that the legis- 
lative method is drastic and that there is no 
precedent for it it must be remembered that 
there is no precedent for the present condi- 
tion of the police. 

The thing to do, in my judgment, is to 
„ include in the bill of police reorganization a 
clause to the effect that on. or before a cer- 
tain date, and that date not so many months 
ahead—say July I—the term of service 
of the existing force should expire, and that a 
commission, say of tive men, should be desig- 
nated by the Mayor to reconstruct the force, 
whose term of service should commence 
on the even date with that of the 
expiration of the present force. Every mem- 
ber of the existing force above the rank 
of sergeant, and perhaps including that of 
sergeant, should be ineligible for appointment 
on the reorganized force. In reconstruct- 
ing the force, preference should always be 
given, with the exception above stated, to the 
members of the present force, other things 
being equal; but in every instance the candi- 
date for appointment to the new force should 
be dealt with individually and judged 
according tu his credentials and his record, 
The five members of the commission should 
go out of office forever on the day when the 
old force expires and the new one began its 
existence, and the new force should be gov- 
erned by a single Commissioner.“

any order of the Judge be carefully scrutinized 

and verified lest, through inadvertence or cere- 

essne s in the entries of orders, criminals are 

allowed to escape, as in the Hallora case, 

wherein, according to the testimony of the c.erk, 

under a misapprehension as to the order of the 

court. he entered an order which resulted in the 

discharge of the accused, aithough such was not 

the intention of the court, acco to the testi- 

mony of the Judge. 

In the collection of moneys on forfeited recog- 
nigances and in the substitution of flues for im- 
prisonments the evidence ali tended to show that 
the State's-Attorney had kept within the strict 
letter of the law. No evilence was submitted 
tending to prove that any money received by the 
State's-Attoraey or any of his assistants was un- 
accounted for. nor was there any ev.dence tend- 
ing to show that any money or ober considera- 
tion had been given to him to influence his vffi- 
ciai action.

When L>wvers Distress. 


It appears to be conceded, and it was admitted 
by the lawyers called as witnesses in this in- 
vestigation, that there is an honest difference of 
opinion among lawyers as to both the constito- 
uionality and the construction of the law under 
which the State e Attorney claims these fees. 
These questions. we are advised. may be speedii 
tested by a civil suit to recover moneys col- 
lected by the State's-Attorney and retained by 
him tor bis fees. We earnestly recommend that 
this matter be definitely settied, either by judicial 
determination in the courts or by legislative ac- 
tion, at the coming session of the Legislature, to 
the end that the foe system may be aboiished and 
that an office so important as the State’s-At 
torney’s be not allowed to depend for any part 
of its compensation upon its diligence in en- 
forcing the collection of forfeitures and fines. 

Evidence was introduced tending to show that 
in certain cases writs of scire facias, required by 
law to be served by the Sheriff upon boodsmen 
before judgments upon forfeited recegnizances 
are made final, were placed by the State’s-Attor- 
ney’s office in the hands of the Sher ff a'read 
stamped in blank for return “not found” an 
without addresses of the bondsmen indorsed 
upon the writs. And it further appeared 
writs so handed to the Sheriff without addresses 


-wereSimply held by the Sheriff without effort to 


find the bondsmen, and at the expiration of the 
time allowed by law returned not found,” and 
judgements therein made final. 

We cannot too strongiy condemn the practice 
of havi these writs returned without any 
earnest effort to find and serve the boudsmen. so 
that they may be duly notified of the forfeiture, 
and by diligence in securing the rearrest of the 
accused and early application to the courts have 
the forfeiture set asi 

Retarn of Writa, 

It appeared that the addresses of the bondsmen 
may be ascertained by consuiting the fiies of the 
Criminal Court, and they are, therefore, easily 
accessibie to both the State’s Attorney and the 
Sheriff; and we recommend that the State’s-At- 
torney or Clerk of the Crimiual Court indorse 
upon each writ the last ascertainable address of 
the bondsmen, together with such other partieu- 
lars discle by the flies as may lead to the 
identification personal service, and where 
the State’s-Attorney fails in this plain duty that 
the Sheriff's office, before returning suck writ 
“not found,” make, by examination of the files, 
such effort to identify and serve tue bondsmen. 
The return of writs “not found” without any 
effort whatsoever to find men whose addresses 
are contained in the flies of the court. and who 
“by reason of such neglect of duty may lose ail 
they have in the world, is scarcely less than 
crimina! and should be punishabie by law.

PINES B. L. MRS TWO WEEKS’ PAY. 


Beard of Education Imposes This Penalty 
for Whipping « Pupil, 

Prof. Edward L. Morse, principal of the 
Phil Sheridan School, will have to pay a fine 
of two weeks’ saiary for inflicting corpora! 
punishment upon an unruly pupil. At its 
meeting last night the Board of Education 
y unanimously adopted a report fro:a the Com- 
mittee on Schvol Management, which stated 
Prof. Morse had been found guilty and rec- 
ommended as sufficient puni-hment tho pen- 
alty named. The fight in this case 
was made in committee yesterday aft- 
ernoon, when the district members, who 
did most of the inve:tigating, eadeuvored 
to have the principal suspended fur one 
month without pay. The majority of the 
School Management committee thought this 
s ntence rather too severe and compromised 
on the asse-emeut of a fine, It was said Mr. 
Morse did not deny the charges against him, 
but on the other hand contended he was justi- 
fied in punishing the pupil as he did. Mr. 
Thornton held the principal’s conduct was 
justifiable; that under the circumstances the 
boy deserved punishment; that Mr. Morse 
was one of their best teachers, and therefore 
discredit should not te cast upon the school 
by reprimanding such a man. 

The board voted to proceed at once with the 
erection of two distinctiy new school build- 
ings aud an *ddition to the Lake View High 
School at an aggregate outiay of monef not 
exceeding $215.000. One of the new rooms 
is to be an eiguieen-room structure witn an 
assembly hall, located on the oid Von Hum- 
bold: School site, to cost 575, C00, and the 
other a building of like size, except as to the 
hall, to be erected at Cob.eutz and Leavitt 
streets ata cost of $60,000. This leaves 
$80.000 to be expended on a nine-room ad- 
dition to the Lake View H gh School. 

A communication was received and filed 
from the Western Telephone and Cunstruc- 
tion company asking that a contract be made 
with it to supply the -cnuvis with telephones. 
Mac M. Lane and Lewis Ca dwell were elect- 
ed principals respectively of the Henry 1 
and Avundale Avenue Schools and Henry F.

The new Bride- 
weil Training-Schooil was named in honor of 
John Wurthy, and the new building on String 
street, between Sixteeath and ighteenth 
streets, was named Bass School in honor of 
Perkins Bass, an o.d member of the bvard. 

W. Errant’s resolution that no child un- 
der 14 years of age be admitted to attend- 
ance at evening schools was referred to 
the Committee on School Management, Mr. 
Errant’s obj-ctions to a report by the Com- 
mittee on Compulsory Education, which, he 
said, was not full enough in ita requirements 
regarding excuses for being absent, resulted 
in recommitting the report with a recommen- 
dation that it be made more explicit. 


RULING OA THE NEW TARIFF Bit. 


Collector Rus<el!l Fxoixin«a the Provisions 
Touching Woolen Goods, 

The new tariff bill, Schedule K, woolen 
goods, comprises also fabrics made of the 
fleece of goats, camel«, alpacas, and otner 
animals. The bill specificaliy provided that 
the new tariff on woolen goods should uot go 
into effect uutil Jan. 1, 1895, while other 
echedules went into effect Aug. 28, 1894. 
The Board of Appraisers in New York con- 
strued that particular section to mean that 
woolen goods included ail goods under Sched- 
ule K, but the Secretary of the Treasury de- 
cided the words “ weolen goods applied to 
goods made of wool exclusively and 
therefore alpacas, mohairs. etc., entered 
at the new duties Aug. 28, 1894. 
Collector Martin J. Russell was seen yester- 
day, and in reply to questions as to the im- 
mediate effect in Ch cago said: Alt such 
goods now in storage when withirawn will 
pay duty at the lower rate, precisely us 
though they were original new importations. 
There are now in store goods of all kinds 
subject to about 51.200.000. Perhaps a 
third of these aro wovlen goods, It would 
be im possible to state exacily the difference 
in duties because of the wide variance of 
the duty on different vaiues, weights, 
texture, ete., of the favrics. Thus 
certain value of goods of one 
class pays 30 per cent ad valorem, a costlier 
vaiue in the same class pays 40 per cent ad 
valorem. Another class pays 30 per cent ad 
valorem and a specific duty per pound. Each 
invoice would have to be calculated and liqui- 
dated separately. As a rough estimate, how. 
ever, I would say the oid duty on woolen 
goods now in store here would be between 
$300,000 and $400,000. The reduction 
will be about 50 per cent of that amount, and 
the goods are being very rapidly withdrawn, 
It will not affect the market at all, for mer- 
chants have long ago prepared for this and 
marked prises down, so that woolen goods 
have never been so cheap.“

Judge Baker yesterday called the suit of At- 
torne-General Moloney against the United 
States School Furniture company, otherwise 
known as the school furniture trust. Attar- 
ney A. W Green, representing the defendants, 
announced that he was 1eady for trial and de- 
sired to argue the demurrer which he had 
filed to the information of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, T. J. Schofield and Samuel Richolson, 
assistants to the Attorney-General, were pres- 
ent to prosecute the case, and Mr. Schofield 
read the information. It alleges that the com- 
pany was organized under the laws of the 
State Jan, 8, 1892, and Feb. 11 there was 
a meeting of the stockholders at which the 
capital stock was increased from $250,0C0 to 
$1,000,000. Feb. 13 an agreement was en- 
tered into, the information declares, by which 
the corporatiors and firms taking the capital 
stock of the company were bound to with- 
draw from the markets and sell all their out- 
put to the United States School Furniture 
company: The firms which the information 
says were included in this agreement were as 
follows:

The company was declared to 
bea monopoly and trust, in violation of the 
laws of the State,and the information con- 
cluded with the prayer that the charter of the 
concern’ be forfeited. Mr. Green’ argues 
that the information should be con- 
strued strictly in as much as the 
end sought by it wes the punishment 
of the company by death, for that is what the 
forfeiture of its charter means. Only two 
facts, he said, were alleged in the informa- 
tion, the agreement and the circular, Mr. 
Green said he could not see how the Attorney- 
General could ask the court to forfeit the 
charter on account of the circular, but if he 
intends to do that then the information is 
double and should be dismissed. If the agree- 
ment entered into in 1892 is an act which 
forfeits the right of the company to do busi-

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OHANGES IN ELECTRICAL RULES ARE 
NOW BEING MADE, 


‘Underwriters’ Electrical Association Seeks 
to Reduce the Fire Hazard Connected 
with the Use of Current Some of the 
Proposed Changes—George Cronk May 
Retire from the Western Adjustment 
Bureau=J. Newton Nind Has a Word 
ev Timber fireseInsurance Notes. 


Important results are likely to follow the 
meeting of the Underwriters’ laternational 
Electric Association in New York which has 
had matters relative to electricity asa fire 
hazard under consideration, The general 
use of electricity is of such comparatively re- 
cent date that the dangers which follow its 
careless use are not fully appreciated. The 
electric association of the underwriters has 
for its object the compiling of information 
regarding fire hazard and from this informa- 
tion the makng of rules governing its use 
and the dissemination of knowledge which 
will serve to lessen the dangers following its 
use. Hereafter the name will be the Under- 
writers’ National Electric Association. 

At the meeting held in New York the fol- 
lowing were present: President C. E. Bliven, 
Secretary C. M. Goddard, Chairman F. E. 
Cabot, William McDevitt, A. E. Van Ceisen, 
E. A. Fitzgerald, W. H. Merrill Jr., A. M. 
Schoen, and A. E. Braddell. 

Experiments were conducted in Chicago 
recently to show the effect of electric current 
on underground pipes, especially water pipes. 
Pieces of pipe were buried in a barrel cf 
earth and connection made at either end and 
full current turned on. Ina few hours’ time 
the pipe had shown such serious deterioration 
(electrolysis) as to render it practically 
worthless. Subjected to the cufrent for a 
longer period, and it became ful! of holes. 
This was considered one of the important 
matters before the meeting, as tfolley lines 
in many towns use the earth for ajreturn cir- 
cuit, and the current following water pipes 
caused breaks in the mains and made the 
waterworks system unreliable in case of fire. 
The following resolution was therefore 
adopted: 

Kesolved, That each inspector-be requested to 
make tests for difference of potential due to 
trolley roads between water aud gas mains, and 
other underground metallic conductors, and be- 
tween them and the earth itself, in the various 
towns and cities in his territory, and report to 
the Secretary of the association at as early a date 
as possible. 

The question of limiting the currert carry- 
ing capacity of electrical wires was also dis- 
cussed and rules will be soon adopted govern- 
ing this. There will be other rules put in 
force from time to time. with the idea of 
reducing the fire hazard to the lowest possibie 
point. 


GEORGE CROOK MAY SOON RETIRE. 


Ill-Health May Cause Him to Leave the 
Western Adjustment Bureau. 

George Crook, manager of the Western Ad- 
justment and Inspection Bureau, having of- 
fices in the New York Building, has asked to 
be retired from duty as soon as poss.bie be- 
cause of ill-health, Mr. Crook went to the 
company a year ago, having just resigned the 
position of associate manager with W. H. 
Warren for the Western Department for the 
Liverpool and London and Globe Insurance 
company. He moved to Milwaukee, but 
business called him to Chicago three or four 
times a week. The request will come up at a 
meeting of the directors this afternoon. Gen.

OBJ ECTS TO THE VINDICATION. 


Thinks Mr. Littlejohn’s Statements Were 
Not Proven True. 

J. Newton Nind, Secretary of the Mississip- 
pi Valley Lumbermen’s Association, writes 
the following letter dated Minneapolis, Dec. 
29: 


I find in the insurance department of this 
morning’s TRIBUNE a paragraph in whicn the 
statement is made that a report submitted to 
Gov. Nelson of Minnesota by a special committee 
appointed to investigate alleged timber thefts is 
a vindication of W. 4 Littlejohn, Western Man- 
ager of the North Britisli and Mercantile Insur- 
ance company, and certain remarks that be made 
at the meeting of the Fire Underwriters’ Associa- 

tion of the Northwest last September. Mr. Lit- 
tlejohn said the timber fires which occurred in 
Minnesota—among which was the tire which, de- 
stroyed the Town of Hinckley and re- 
sulted in the loss of hundreds of lives 
were set by timber thieves, who desired 
to cover up in this way their depre- 
dation. These remarks as recounted in Tue 
TRIBUNE were widely commented upon in this 
country as well as in Europ There is nothing 
in the report submitted to SOV. Nelson which in 
any way is a vindication of i Mr. Littiejohn 
said. he report submitted by the special com- 
mittee covers the examination of certain cases of 
supposed timber theft in the northern part of 
Minnesota at least 300 miles from Hinckley and 
the scene of the fires in that part of the State. 
Nothing in the report shows that this committee 
made any investigation in the vicinity of Hinck- 
ley. Furthermore, were is no government or 
State timber in the yicinity of Hinckley nor has 
there been for — years; More than this, no 
timber fire destroys the evidence of timber theft. 
A fire in a pine forest will not burn stumps nor 
obliterate the evidence of chopping. All the 
timber in the vicinity of Hinckley was owned by 
private parties and chiefly by lumbermen whose 
integrity has never been brought into question.

President Seth Low the Guest at a Union 
League Club Dinner. 

The Civic Federation gave an informal din- 
ner to President Low of Columbia College 
last night at the Union League ciub,. After 
the cigars were lighted President Gage made 
a short address] explaining the purpose of the 
Civic Federation and introduced J. S. Miller, 
Chairman of the Committee on Revenue. 
Mr. Miller explained the object of the com- 


mittee of which he was Chairman was to in- 


vestigate the means of revenue of the City of 
Chicago. He said his committee had nearly 
completed its labors. Harvey B. Hurd, also 
en the Revenue committee, spoke of its 
work. J. W. Ela, Chairmaa of the Civil 
Service Reform committee, said his commit- 
tee had gone to work with the in- 
tention of solving the problem of 
civil service reform. He believed the 
committee would soon be able to 
arrive at a conclusion, It had already con- 
sidered the merit system and would suggest 
the adoption of that plan. C. H. Aldrich, 
Chairman of the Charter committee, referred 
the Chairman to Prof. Grey, who in turn re- 
ferred him to N. A. Partri ge. Mr. Partridge 
said the Committee on Charter had-not as yet 
completed its work, but hoped to be able to 
make a full report in detail of the work done 
in afew days. Prof. Bemisand Mr. W. A. 
Giles spoke briefly on the work of the Pri- 
mary Election committee, 

The Chairman then introduced the guest of 
the evening, President Seth Low. r. Low 
said his experience as the executive of the 
City of Brook! ye had proved of great service 
to him. It had taught him there was needed 
a vigorous and honest municipal policy in 
that city, and he hoped the result of the re- 
form begun by the administration of that city 
would continue. The speaker said the rev- 
enue policy of the municipalities of the 
United States is not such as would 
tend to increase the wealth of the cities. He 
believed the franchises should be leased for a 
limited number of years and not sold. The 
speaker thought civil service reform was a 
move in the right direction.
